In do- 
ing so, Mr. Low voices the conviction 
of every British golfer who counts. 
Why? 

The explanation is simple, if pecu- 
liar. The British prejudice, which is 
too deep rooted to be torn out, is 
not against an American scheme of 
international golf, but against all 
forms of international golf. It is not 
because British golfers consider 
themselves supreme and _  unchal- 
lengeable, but because they find it 
to rouse within them- 
selves any international competitive 
spirit. 

They realize without the least re- 
sentment that sooner or later, the 
American challenge for supremacy, 
even among the professionals, will 
place British golf on its mettle. 

Recognize Americans’ Ability. 

Already they recognize that Amer- 

ica’s leading half dozen amateurs are 


now level in skill with their own best 
product, an admission which is steel- 
ing them their best effort in the 
coming British amateur champion- 
ship, upon which they are prepared 
to stand or fall in the matter of in- 
ternational supremacy. Similarly, 
they would acknowledge an Ameri- 
can triumph in the British open 
championship. 

But team championships 
golfers absolutely abhor. So much 
so that the annual encounters, both 
amateur and professional, which 
used to take place between England 
and Scotland, have been abandoned 
simply from lack of interest. 

These events used to be held be- 
fore the amateur and open cham- 
pionships, but invariably after years 
of trial they completley failed to stir 
the golfing public or the selected 
plavers themselves, vet in those con- 
tests we had the world’s best golf- 
ing ability evenly matched. 

The international matches between 
the professionals before the open 
championship were a joke. The par- 
ticipants, such as Verdon, ‘Taylor, 
Braid, Duncan, Herd, looked upon 
the event as “bad practice’ for the 
championship and positively 
their rivals for the more important 
honor because the latter were mean- 
wh@le ‘engaged in what they termed 
‘“iImore serious practice.”

HAT the ex-Kaiser is a very “tempera-

tion, and to whom the ex-Kaiser would naturally 
be expected to have shown some degree of inti- 
macy—even possibly a degree of effusiveness. 

Wilhelm ecarcely paused, and with a conven- 
tional handshake passed on to the next person. 
The poor German was terribly upset and a look 
of consternation passed over his face. To him, 
at least, the ex-Kaiser was still the Kaiser. A little 
later on, however, the matter was set right, for 
Wilhelm went out of his way to be especially 
agreeable, in an evident effort to atone for his 
slight. | 


| ‘Brown Laces in White Shoes | 


I could not help comparing in my mind the dif- 
ference between similar social gatherings in En- 
gland with this reception held at*Amerongen. The 
whole affair, dignified and cordial as it was, still 
gave one the impression of being stage-managed. 
For not for a second does the ex-Kaliser permit 
those around him to forget that he is the head of 
the imperial house of Hohenzollern. 

Punctilious as the Kaiser is about the dress of 
others, he yet makes curious slips in his own 
dressing. For example, on one occasion he was 
entertained by a British Admiral on the flagship 
“Appeal,” and to the surprise of his host, the 
white shoes which he wore on that occasion had 
heavy brown laces. He was quick to notice that 
all the British officers had white laces in their 
white shoes, and on the following day he ap- 
peared with shoes in which the disgraced brown 
laces had been thoroughly pipe-clayed. 

Vanity makes the ex-Kaiser as sensitive to sug- 
gestion as a woman. He regarded it as a personal 
slight if anyone absented himself from the numer- 
ous court functions. There was one man in par- 
cular at Amerongen, who annoyed Wilhelm 
because he always circled around the outskirts of 
any group in which the ex-Kaiser was the center. 
He felt that the man should have sought to be 
near to him, yet on the other hand, had the poor 
fellow pushed himself forward, he would certain- 
ly have incurred the royal displeasure. Wilhelm 
ls hard to suit. He dislikes people who are shy. 
He disifxes still more people who intrude. He re- 
serves his most friendly attitude for those whose 
dispositions are genial and frank, provided, of 
course, that their social position is satisfactory. 


| Gracious Even to Servants _| 


The servants are strongly attached to him,:be- 
tause his manner to them is pleasant, and be- 
cause he shows a personal interest in their af- 
fairs, An English nurse, who went with me to

The other sons come pretty frequently, for, un- 
like their elder brother, they are free to move 
about as they wish; and his daughter, the Duch- 
ess of Brunswick, and her husband and children, 
are the next constant, and aiso, I may say, the 
most affectionate of visitors. .

(for himself! The boys amused themselves on a 
}recent visit by the mock pursuit and capture of 
a lady visitor, and tied her hands behind her 
back with their braces for want of a bit of string.

On their visits to Doorn the children spend a 
good deal of time at Amerongen, where they may 
ride, motor’ and row about on the moats.

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20,000 War Patients 

Under Government Care 

HE Public Health Service, 
T mnie carries on 95 per cent 

of the work of looking after 
disabled soldiers, now has in hos- 
pitals approximately 25,000 pa- 
tients, of whom 20,000 are so- 
called “war risk” patients—sol- 
diers of the late war who are en- 
titled to free treatment under the 
terms of the war legislation. 

Of the 20,000, about 11,000 are 
in hospitals owned or leased by 
the Government, and 9000 are in 
private hospitals, where their ex- 
penses are paid by the Govern- 
ment. ° 


ally. It provides that a soldier may 
receive free treatment for an ailment 
incurred in the line of duty or ag- 
gravated by his service. We esti- 
mate that the war discharged into 
civilian life between 600,000 and 
750,000 men who at some time or 
other will need treatment. The num- 
ber of men receiving treatment now 
is greater than immediately § after 
the war, because of the industrial de- 
pression of last winter and because 
in many cases diseases are just de- 
veloping. We are now receiving 
9000 men a month for treatment and 
discharging 3500—a net monthly in- 
crease of 1500. I estimate that in 
another year we shall need 106.000 
more beds. We now have 
Government-owned or leased hospi- 
tals about 14,000. Ten vyvears from 
now I believe we shall need a total 
of 35,000. :

“In a few cases, instructions have 
been violated by field officers. and 
men seeking aid have been turned 
away.

Secretary oud 
ton’s recent annual report showed 
that 130,000 patients had been cared 
for in hospitals under the War Risk 
Insurance Act, that. more than 500.-

Where Blue Laws Are Bluest 


Zion City, Ill., the Mirthless 
Community, Founded by 
Dowie and Now Ruled by 
W. G. Voliva, Though Torn 
Almost to Pieces by War- 
ring Factions of Fanatics, 
Still Sends Missionaries to 
Save Other Cities From 
Wickedness and Joy. 
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T. LOUIS, Detroit, New York and other large 
cities that:show a fondness for. the lighter 
things of life are to have a taste of blue laws 
that are really biue, if Wilbur Glenn Voliva. 
general overseer of Zion City, Ill., has his 
way. 

Voliva, successor to “Elijah’’ Dowie, who 
founded the community known as Zion City, which 
has so firm a belief in its own sanctification, has al- 
ready sent missionaries to New York to “drive the 
wickedness” out of the metropolis. While they are at 
work he will assist them with pravers in. the taber- 
nacle of Zion City . Other large cities are to be invaded 
later. 

*Mary Graham Bonner, a magazine writer, visited 
Zion City recently, and here is how she describes her 
experience: 


It was a bright, sunny dav when I went to Zion City. 
one of those days when the whole world seems gay 
and cheerful and happy. But somehow I didn't see 
the sun shining after 1 reached the bad roads which 
afford entrance to Zion. 

The half-mile approach to Zion is famed as the worst 
stretch of roadway in Illindéis. But after Dr. John 
Alexander Dowie failed a number of years ago, money 
was hard to get, and the mere fixing up and smooth- 
ing of the roads seemed unimportant. 

Dr. Dowie founded Zion City a number of vears 
azo. For a while he was tremendously successful. 
Out West they will tell vou that it was when he tried 
to convert New York that he first began to lose his 
hold. Then ill-health followed, his finances got into 
very bad shape—people’s purses were seriously af- 
fected, and they left the churcb. And finally Dowie died. 

Genera! Overseer Wilbur Glenn Voliva succeed 
him. Even in Zion City itself a rival organization has 
sprung up. Its leaders bave set large signs opposite 
those of Voiliva, upon which they have written their 
opinions. Also there are 12 other religious denomina- 
tions now in Zion, though the only one of any strength 
is the Methodist, which has a good-sized church and 
is growing. The other denominations, the Zionists 
will tell you, are a joke.. One man preaches on Sun- 
day mornings to his wife and his adopted son—and 
these figure among the 12. 

“He adopted the son to have more of a congrega- 
tion,” the Zionists say, with the nearest approach 
to a laugh they Know. 

After one enters Zion City one sees signboards at

But there 
are not as many followers as there were. Only a few 
thousand adherents still cling, but they cling firmly 
and blindly, and with a kind of determined unhappi- 
ness. 

From the gloom of Zion City, from its darkness, its 
plain peopl, dressed in as hideously “‘moral” garments 
as they can obtain, from the vulgarity of their signs 
and the extremities of their beliefs, one feels that still 
another sign should have been erected—the one set by 
Dante over the gate of his inferno: “All hope aban- 
don ye who enter here.”* 

If you can visit Zion and see hope or happiness or 
beauty in it. you had better stay there, for it means 
that your sense of beauty and of happiness has been 
killed already. 

Surrounded by signs, the people of Zion City were 
marketing or doing business or talking in dull, life- 
less tones as | went through the town. I didn't see 
anyone smile. I could understand it. I couldn't have 
smiled, living there. There wasn't anyone who wore 
pretty clothes or looked pretty. 

Be thankful for the rouge and powder of St. Louis! 
Without the vanities nature is sometimes very un- 
kind. Be thankful for the short skirts and the pretty 
stockings and shoes! In Zion City only the children 
show anything above the shoe—and judging from the 
stockings for sale in the Zion stores, it is just as well. 

In Zion City they are covered to the chin. Judging 
from the faces, that is just as well, too. In Zion Citv 
the men all seemed to need a shave. They are allowed 
to shave, but perhaps they don’t wish to become self- 
indulgent or make themselves look too well for the 
I don't see how anyone could go astray in 
Zion City. There can be no temptation, and there is 
eertainly no alluring beauty of any kind. Almost I 
would say they are at silent war with beauty—beauty 
of form. of architecture, of literature, or of any sort 
whatsoever.

You are fined $25 if you smoke in Zion. This applies 
to the visitor, too. But they warn you of this. Every- 


‘where are signs about it, of which this is typical: 


“Zion calls men who use tobacco ‘Stink Pots.’ Cut 
it out, you fool!” 

The American Citizens’ Protective Association has 
erected a sign begging people to civilize the city and re- 
deem it fram the the fanatics. Opposite this sign 
Voliva has erected another, bearing his name, as doeg 
everything which has to do with the original Zionists 
and their organization. This sign is typical of many 
others: | 

“That wretched-looking old dilapidated thing across 
the street (look at it} was placed there by a little 
bunch of idiots and lunatics. They have pimples 
where they ought to have heads. They vainly imagine 
they can destroy Zion.

onto woman and her little apple, so the downfall of © 


Atlantis is traced to woman, “at her best and worst.” 
He has drawn on Zeller’s account of the strike of 
women in ancient Rome to conjure up a much more 
elaborate movement among his pictured females oi 
Atlantis, which the reade Can associate with certain 
factions of today, if so minded. And the concluding 
~iuteians he draws, of huge, manlike apes coming in dur- 
ing a@ series of cataclysms of nature and bearing off 
many of these women, are grewsome enough to make 
even a Pankhurst think twice about further uplift for 
the sex. 

In spite of the fact that there is a note of satire in 
the story, the parallels he draws are sufficiently rec- 
ognizable to make the yarn of interest. The old legend 
of a great cosmic cycle occurring at intervals of 24,000 
years, or thereabouts, after which the slate of history is 
wiped clean and a start made all over again, is suggest- 
ed at the outset. 

Nietzsche was impressed by this idea. The. writer 
shows how the tablets of history could be erased be- 
tween successive eons by deluees which alternated sea 
and land, and questions whether there can be a king- 
dom of man that will be terrestrially immortal like the 
bee and ant state, which has 'ong preceded and now 
promises to outlast that of the human 

He states that the fall of Atlantis. as shown in its 
records, illustrated the general principle that those 
who begin by loving their own country better than 
mankind may lapse to the next lower stage, in which 
they love their party better than their country, their 
own séct than religion, their own group than party or 
creed and then their own interests above everything 
else. 

But when it came to the actual downfall of the le- 
gendary kingdom, he remembered the old adage, 
“cherchez la femme,’ and credited the women with 
rather niore than their own percentage of blame for 
the disaster. 

In the first chapter, on the cult of health ard its 
decline, he takes a slap at fads in some of 
trends of education and also draws a picture of the 
results of excessive unionization. He shows how even 
the doctors became unionized and, when they struck, 
how the people simply turned to sorceresses and 
other spiritual guides with the same abandon with 
which they had followed the physicians 

The description of the health cult, which recalls 
dimly some of Bellamy’s writings about the care of 
the body in a future age, shows how the old Greek 
idea of a perfect body became intensified, exaggerated 
and finaily resulted in disaster. Fanaticism and over- 
specialization developed in this as in everything elke 

The Atlanteans found so much benefit in certain 
ordinances that were passed that they became en- 
thusiasts upon regulation. They had rules for prac- 
tically every function of the human body, even ap- 
They did not, however, 


the present 


pointing guardians of sleep. 
attempt prohibition. 

Government at this time was an art, a science and 
a religion Put, like the health cult, it became over 
epecialized The shvster lawyer developed just as 
he has done today and corruption of Legislatures fol- 
lowed. Once infection invaded the body politic, it was 
hard to say whether corruption spread fastest upward 
or downward. 

This overspecialization, instead of making the pop- 
ulation a homogeneous body, with one idea of working 
for the mass, simply developed the selfish side of 
each class Thought of the day was about man’s 
rights, not about his duties. There was a strike of the 
legal profession, which meant a closing of the courts 
and the suspension of law. Then ensued a period 
which is described as follows: 

“Neither life, limb, property nor reputation was 
safe. Burglary and theft so increased that a reign 
of terror unprecedented seemed imminent and a debacle 
of civilization itself at hand, as if man was not, after 
all, by nature a political animal, but g savage brute 
with whom the only law is that of the jungle, where 
might makes right.” 

There was still hope at this period, however, and 
some public-minded citizens got Atlantis to going 
again. Education advanced so far that it was found 
possible to compound milk, just as Henry Ford sug- 
gested might be possible today. Science also devel- 
oped and a system of life commenced in which rela- 
tive standing was based upon ability and worth along 
certain lines. 

The downfall commenced with the growth of the 
proletariat, which demanded that every opportunity 
must be open to all. There must be no exclusion of 
the inferior or unfit from every privilege or incentive 
provided for the best. Second-rate pupils compelled 
educators to refit all knowledge to a lower average 
of intelligence and slow down the pace of the best. 

The reader is left to deduce whether this section 
may be aimed at the limitation of production in in- 
dustry and the slowing down of work for the benefit of 
the incompetent, with which certain labor agitators 
are charged today. 

When the teachers finally struck, a familiar note is 
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heard. They were able to get 
better jobs. Such a condition 
is not altogether different from 
that in St. Louis today, when it 
comes to the matter of salaries. 


At this period, the Atlanteans 
were far more civilized than we 
are today Their country, 
which, as every schoolboy 
knows, lay out in the Atlantic, 
off the pillars of Hercules.

A struggle arose between church and state and 
the general lack of religion resulted first in a 
reversion to animalism, then wars Then comes a 
picture that recalls the restless conditions following 
the late war. 

Atlantis was now in a thoroughly dissatisfied state 
Its wonderful progress in science, to which we have 
not yet attained in our own eon, could not compensate 
for the failures in human nature. The last chapter 
Came when women showed a subtle degeneration and 
strove to make their sex a sect 

In the early davs of Atlantis, while the ideals were 
not Spartan, high tribute was paid to the respect due 
maternity. But the high ideals of motherhood and 
the respect due to women as prospective bearers of 
the race commenced to lessen as the number of females 
who would not bear children increased. 

The history of the country had shown, as has since 
been shown in later civilization, that more male chil- 
dren were born after disastrous wars and more fe- 
maie children in times of peace In the long period 
of peace enjoyed by Atlantis, females had predomi-

Man's failure to cope with the situation decisively, 
was noted by women.

At high tide the area dwin- 
dies to half this space Yet here a little family live 
the long year round, and, wonder of wonders, on the 
smail space at their disposal rear a herd of goats, 
have bred a countless family of rabbits and keep a 
hundred chickens This modern family of adventur- 
ers is named Moran, and, in the confined space at its 
disposal, has done as well as did the fictional family 
of Robinson 

A foreman printer, of Irish origin, John Moran.,. the 
head of the family, a dozen vears ago was at work 
in the city of London, England. Here he had charge 
of the composing room of one of the city’s greatest 
daily newspapers. But as the years dragged on and 
John Moran neared 35, a longing for a different life 
grew ever stronger upon him. The vast city, with its 
ceaseless bustle, the fierce economic pressure ‘of this 
great center and the nerve-racking demands of a mod- 
ern newspaper, with its many hurried editions, calling 
for nightly toil at high pressure, all tended to heighten 
the mans longing to get away So he threw up bis 
highly paid position, and with his wife and two chil- 
dren, came to Canada, the land of promise to many 
an old-country family. 

But here again circumstances forced him to the 
trade he so well.knew. He worked for several years on 
a paper in Victoria. Yet still remained the desire for 
a different life, an occupation making less demand on 
nerves and time; something which would permit him 
to grow things, to raise animals, and to read at leisure 
some of the countless worth-while books in the world. 

Then one day in the Victoria paper he worked upon 
he:saw an advertisement calling for a _ lighthouse 
tender. 

Now, to many people, indeed, to most, such an ad 
would have no appeal; rather would be viewed with 
aversion, for mostly a lighthouse is in a lonely spot, 
on some rock-bound coast, where winds blow chill 
and shrill and winter storms are many. Yet to John 
Maran, city weary, and with jump nerves, such a place 
was a desired haven. He applied for and got the po- 
sition. 

So, one day in the summer of 1916 found Moran, his 
wife, his 25-year-old son and 8-year-old daughter land- 
ing on Green Island, this gray, grim rock in the North 
Pacific, near to Alaska’s shore. 

The story of their next four years of life is a history 
of wonderful adaptability, an epic in making the most 
of one’s surroundings. Above the high-tide mark on 
the rock is not more than an acre of irregular 
plateau. Here, through the ages of time since 
first a vast upheaval sent the rock upward 
jutting, a little earth had formed—ground rock, 
wood rotted by the winter's storms, the 
droppings of millions on millions of gulls,

To protect their garden the set- 
tlers had to build a fence and run 
wire several feet into the ground. 
3ut building a fence is no difficult 
job on Green Island. Every tide 
brings in countless cords of wood to 
choose from. On a rocky ledge on 
the north side of the island the 
wood lodges, so they have firewood 
more than they can use. And, to 
show how kind neture can some- 
times be, a great deal of this is 
small stuff, bark of the fir, won- 
drous thick, broken branches and 
other wood just stove and furnace 
length, so the islanders are not even 
put to the trouble of cutting their 
supply. 

As an addition to the natural 
verdure, the Morans planted oats 
and timothy, and now a little herd 
of half a dozen goats finds pasture. 
For the hens, it is necessary to im- 


on the following day. When you 
have several hundred gulls laying 
eges for you, it does not take many 
days to put in a winter's supply. 
And the Morans are sensible, kindly 
people, they do not abuse the gull’s 
good nature. After they have taken 
two or three eggs from one bird 
they cease, and the bird proceeds 
witth its setting. The eggs are 
about the size of a turkey’s and 
taste like a duck’s. They are a lit- 
tle strong for consumption in direct 
manner, such as fried or boiled, but 
are useful for cooking. Put up ia 
‘“water-glass’"’ preserver, they prove 
a Valuable addition to the larder. 
What with their goats, their rab- 
bits, their hers and their gulls’ 
eggs, the islanders would be already 
fairly well provided with food. But

The distances these small 
deer—which from shape of body and size of legs would 
not strike the average observer as possessing great 
swimming abilities—travel across the seas is amazing. 
A five-mile swim is nothing to them, while I bave 
several reliable informants who know of swims 
as long as 15 miles being made. Indeed, ! have 
had cases cited where a deer swam 30 miles 
Doubtless this is possible; still I do not vouch 
for the reliability of the information. Anyway, 
the Morans have plenty of deer meat.

The lookout station 
is a tiny cabin on a bare rock peak of one of the highest moun- 
tains, from which a survey of a large portion of the range 
can be made. To keep the structure’ from being 
blown away by the severe winds that prevail up there, 
it is necessary to fasten it to the rock with steel 
bands. The mere moaning and howling of the 
wind around this cabin intensifies the ioneli- 
ness, in the opinion of many of Miss Dowe’'s 
male predecessors. The cabin is at an eleva- 
tion of 9843 feet above sea level. 

To reach this shelter on the bare rock 
above, it is necessary to leave a narrow 
mountain trail and climb 147 feet up a 
cliff front to reach the station on the 
extreme pinnacle of the mountain. 

Here, with no visitor except an occa- 
sional forest ranger and the packers who 
bring her supplies up the mountain, 
Miss Dowe has to pass the period from 
about May 15 to the middle of October. .: 
Snows commence at that elevation before 
she leaves, but she waits for a heavy 
downfall that will so shroud the woods 
as to preclude the danger of fire. When the 
warmth of May commences to dissolve the 
mantie of snow, she again resumes her post

as observer. Clad in breeches, boots and a 

khaki shirt, Miss Dowe does all the work about 

the place. She chops trees, saws up the trunks 

and splits them into firewood. She makes all 

necessary cupboards, tables and benches around 

the cabin. When. her supplies arrive she aids 

in hoisting them up the precipitous rock to her 

habitation and has asked no odds in manual labor 
because of her sex. 

Her post is one that requires eternal vigilance. At 
intervals throughout the day she must scan the ranze 
with glasses for the telltale streak of smoke that will 
betray the presence of a fire. When one is detected, 
the Osborne finder is brought into play. This is an 
instrument that suggests both a surveyor’s finder and 
the sights of a huge naval gun. Through a telescopic 
sight, she centers two cross hairs in the lens on the 
fire. Then, by means of a map and scale beneath, she 
locates the exact spot where it is burning. 

Everything depends on her accuracy, as trails lead 
to different portions of the reservation, and to send 
a party of rangers to the right spot she must telephone 
exactly where the incipient blaze has been discovered. 

Should a party start up the wrong trail, they might find themselves miles from their 
objective or shut off from it by a range of the mountains. 

Last fall Miss Dowe was snowed in by the first heavy blizzard of the year. It was quite 
a etruggie for her to get down from her lofty station and make her way through the 
drifts to civilization. 

But she laughs at such an experience. 

“It sounds sensational in print,” she said, when asked about her experience, “but I have 
to do the same thing every year. It just happened to be an exceptionally heavy fall of 
snow that gave me a lot of trouble. I could see that the forests would be thoroughly 
wet down by such a blizzard and that it would be safe to leave the station. But the drifts 
had come to stay and nothing -would be gained by remaining at the top to wait for better 
conditions. The snow would be there all winter and I had to get through it as best I 
could.” 

She smiled when asked how she came to choose her calling. 

“Il was an artist on a Denver paper two years ago, but always loved the mouritains,”” she 
said, “and inside work seemed dull and confining after a visit here. My work got tiresome, 
in consequence, and I applied for a position up bere. 

“It took two years to convince them a girl would make a good lookout; but I finally 
have done it. In May, when I leave the post, I am going to take the examination for 
forest ranger. It has been thrown open to women now.”

Success in financial and advertising 
field, as well as the law and straight

WENTY-FIVE vears ago the woman who 
had attained notable business success 
Was an exception and those who were 
drawing large incomes—from $16,000 up- 
ward—might have been regarded as in- 
ternational figures, as such revenue al- 
most invariably resulted from authorship 
or the stage. 

These latter professions atill afford fortunes to the 
successful. Fannie Hurst and the leading movie stars 
are examples. But in the more prosaic world of every- 
day business there is also an array of women who hold 
important positions paying large salaries and who have 
in many instances, created the posts they now fill. 

As one writer has expressed it, the era is witnessing 
the careers of many Joans of Arc in industry, who 
have conquered their way by demonstrating their abil- 
ity. Their occupations range from private secretary to 
financia! director in a large New York trust company. 

Rapid development of specialization in business is 
well indicated in the occupations followed by some of 
the women. Not so long ago there would have been 
little opportunity for an “indexing expert,’ for in- 
stance. Yet that vocation is followed by many today. 

Scenario writing, of course, developed with the 
movies. As a distinct calling, it undoubtedly is the 
product of the last 10 years. Prior to that time, the 
dramas seen in the kinetescope and other fantastical- 
ly named machines of the screen were roughly thrown 
together by any director, out of material handiest. 

Advertising, of course, is developing from year to 
year. The woman advertising writer and solicitor has 
been in the game for quite a time, but it is only of late 
years that ber share of the business has reached such 
proportions that salaries in five figures are thought 
necessary for adequate recompense. 

Moreover, the extension of business to national scope 
has been marked in the last decade. Such lines as 
the premium stamp business formerly were strictly 
local. Now they have been extended from central 
offices that enable the business to be conducted on a 
higher plane and that afford positions to women that 
were unheard of 10 years back. 

Taking $10,000 yearly as a minimum figure, New 
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York alone has many of such incomes. One who lit- 
erally “made her way’ by close observation is Mrs 
Helen Kenny Holmes, formerly a telephone switch- 
board operator and now private secretary to C. W. 
MacQuoid of 14 Wall street. While on the switch- 
board she noted closely the quotations as they came 
over the wire and observed that certain trends in the 
fluctuation of stocks often forecasted a decisive move- 
ment in one direction or another. Her skill in “fore- 
telling’ stock movements was quickly noticed To- 
dav,. her skill in divination is amply rewarded. Her 
knowledge of the market is recognized as an asset by 
the firm employing her. 

Miss May Hull started as a specialist in indexing 
and filing. In 1910 she established the first school 
in what seemed a well-covered field, as various 
“efficiency™ systems were already in operation. Her 
own method proved such a success, however, that it 
was rapidly taken up by Wall street houses, especially 
after she had started a training school of her own, 
from which she sent expert filers and indexers to 
offices needing them. She has far passed the $10,000 
mark. 

Anita Loos, who started writing scenarios for the 
movies when 14 years of age, and who is now furnish- 
ing Constance Talmadge with screen dramas, earns 
considerably more than $100,000 yearly. She started 
writing for Griffith when the latter was in his early 
days as a producer. When he first saw the girl he 
could hardly believe that she was the author of the 
scenarios he had been receiving. Her first effort for 
Griffith was a play in which Douglas Fairbanks ap- 
peared. She is the wife of John Emerson, also a sce- 
nario writer and formerly a director.

Mrs. Henry D. Sharpe, who is better known by her 
maiden name of Mary Elizabeth Evans, started making 
candy for sale when 15 and today has tearooms and 
candy shops in Boston, Newport, New York and else- 
where Her income is well above the $25,000 mark.

WHEN THE FIRE HOSE TOOK FIRE 


T A RECENT fire in Boston the firemen were 
amazed to see the hose catch fire of its own 
accord, although a powerful stream of cold 
water was flowing through it. The phenomenon 

received wide publicity, and Prof. Augustus H. Gill 
of the chemistry department of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology was called upon to make 
an investigation as to-the cause. His report is as fol- 
lows: 

“It was a new 50-foot length of the usual two and 
one-half-inch hose, consisting of a simple rubber lin- 
ing inside a heavy cotton jacket. Outside this was 
drawn a similar cotton jacket. The hose was used 
in a test made-on the new pumping engines, and the 
stream was throttled down about 45 per cent, discharg- 
ing about 25 gallons per minute. Notwithstanding 
the fact that this quantity of cold water from the 
Charles River was used, the hose took fire between 
the cotton jackets. A spot two inches long by one 
and one-eighth inches wide was burned clear through 
each. 

“Careful examination reveals the fact that on each 
side of the burned hole the inner casings or jackets 
are very severely chafed. This chafing, coming from 
the vibration produced in the hose, was, in my opin- 
ion, sufficient to produce great heat, and finally active 
combustion. I found, also, a similar state of things in 
another sample of hose used at a later test. The chem- 
ical composition of the rubber, in my opinion, had 
nothing to do with the case. 

“I am of the opinion that the occurrence was due 
to excessive friction between the cotton casings pro- 
du-ed by the vibration of the hose in service.”
